Dear  Listener, 

This  is  your  basic  abbreviated  KPFK  Folio. 
Our  press  deadline  caught  up  with  us  in  the 
middle  of  trying  to  respond  to  the  War  in  the 
Gulf.  Rather  than  send  you  nothing  for  the 
months  of  February  and  March,  we  boiled 
the  program  guide  down  to  the  basic  mes- 
sages, like  these  words  of  explanation. 

KPFK  really  does  have  a  small  staff.  When 
the  demand  on  everyone's  time  runs  high, 
we  fall  back  to  the  short  forms  while  paying 
attention  to  the  air;  to  the  programs  you  hear. 
Tlius,  this  slender  edition  of  the  Folio,  some

words  about  the  next  two  months  of  program  highlights  and  my  report. 


I  hope  1991  is  off  to  a  good  start  for  you.  If  you're  like  me,  the  turn  of  the 
year  evokes  symbols:  at  least  the  illusion  of  hope  and  the  potential  to  change 
old  ways. 

KPFK  has  a  new  year's  resolution:  to  do  what  we  do  better.  Yet  1990  repre- 
sented an  important  year  for  us.  Your  listener  sponsorship  enabled  us  to  do 
good  local,  state,  national  cmd  international  coverage.  From  malafhion  and 
indoor  air  pollution  to  Senate  Judiciary  and  Ethics  hearings  to  Daniel  Ortega 
and  Nelson  Mandela.  TTiank  you. 

Unfortunately,  1991  began  with  a  bang.  We  and  the  Pacifica  network  are 
doing  our  level  best  to  being  you  news,  analysis,  opinions  and  perspectives 
on  the  crisis;  but  we  know  that  if  you're  like  the  people  who  work  and  vol- 
unteer here,  you're  probably  all  over  the  broadcast  goal  seeking  information 
about  the  Gulf  War. 

Our  need  to  do  better  points  up  the  need  for  some  help.  In  a  specific  way, 
we  hope  to  start  recruiting  soon  for  a  new  Director  of  Public  Affairs:  some- 
one to  help  write,  produce  and  direct  KPFK's  response  to  crisis  coverage, 
special  events  and  community  coverage,  and  better  coordination  of  major 
parts  of  the  spoken-word  programming. 

More  generally,  doing  better  involves  you,  too.  The  volunteer  in  you  who 
wants  to  do  news,  production,  engineering,  phone  answering  etc.  Just  ask 
the  various  department  heads  around  here  and  we'll  look,  to  engage  your 
interests.  Training  included  for  the  dedicated.  Of  course,  we're  looking  for 
equipment  help,  too.  From  field  tape  cassette  decks,  to  DAT,  to  computers. 

Calendar  notes  include  two  notices  of  meetings  of  KPFK  local  advisory 
board:  both  meetings  will  be  on  Tuesday  nights  at  7:30  here  at  KPFK:  the 
first  session  is  scheduled  for  February  5  and  the  second  for  March  12. 
KPFK's  next  fund  drive  runs  from  February  25th  through  March  8  and  we 
look  forward  to  seeing  you,  hearing  from  you  and  knowing  you're  there  as 
we  are  here  for  you.
